Lillooet  Hospital  Improvement  District 
No.  11 

WHEREAS  clause  10  of  the  Letters  Patent 
issued  on  December  9th,  1955,  incorporating  Lil¬

the  sum  of  $240,000,  with  interest  not  to  exceed  5 
per  cent  per  annum,  repayable  over  a  period  of 
twenty  years,  for  the  purpose  of  building  and  equip¬ 
ping  a  hospital  and  nurses’  residence  at  Lillooet?”

REGULATIONS 

1.  The  Chief  Electoral  Officer  shall  direct  the 
Returning  Officer  as  to  the  procedure  to  be  fol¬ 
lowed  in  taking  the  poll,  counting  the  votes,  and 
making  his  return  of  the  results  of  the  voting,  and 
shall  prescribe  the  forms  and  ballot  to  be  used,  and 
shall  set  the  amount  of  such  fees  as  are  paid.

11,  or  the  authorized  agent  of  any  board  or  cor¬ 
poration  that  is  the  owner  of  such  land,  or  legal 
representative  of  any  owner  of  such  land,  who  has 
died,  become  insolvent  or  insane,  and  is  qualified 
to  be  registered  as  a  voter  under  the  “Provincial 
Elections  Act,  1953.” 

4.  “Voters  list”  means  the  list  of  owners  as 
compiled  for  the  purpose  of  this  plebiscite  by  E.  B. 
Offin,  Collector,  Lillooet  Assessment  and  Collec¬ 
tion  District,  and  certified  by  him. 

5.  An  owner  whose  name  does  not  appear  on  the 
list  may  vote  upon  taking  an  affidavit  in  Form  6, 
to  be  signed  and  sworn  before  the  Deputy  Return¬ 
ing  Officer. 

6.  Representatives  and  agents  as  referred  to  in 
Regulation  No.  3  must  make  an  affidavit  in  the 
prescribed  form,  to  be  signed  and  sworn  before  the 
Deputy  Returning  Officer. 

7.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  publish  his  procla¬ 
mation  in  the  prescribed  form,  in  at  least  one  issue 
of  a  newspaper  circulating  in  the  district,  and  shall 
post  up  copies  of  his  proclamation  in  public  places 
in  the  vicinity  of  each  polling-station  in  the  said 
district  as  soon  as  possible  after  he  is  notified  of 
his  appointment. 

8.  There  shall  be  no  absentee  voting,  nor  ad¬ 
vance  voting. 

9.  Voters  may  vote  at  any  polling-station  in  the 
improvement  district,  but  each  voter  may  vote  only 
once. 

10.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  have  the  power

PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

98.  ( 1 )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(b)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House: 

(c)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  publi¬ 
cation  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration  or 
affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House.

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills:  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed 
in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 


(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions  contained 
in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the 
model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or 
underlined,  and  shall  be  so  printed. 

(3)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be 
proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in  small- 
pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on  good 
paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page  when 
folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  IV2  inches.
